A  WANING  FORCB 


The  Liberals  and  Progressives  in 
the  Federal  Parliament  are  becom- 
ing more  closely  united  and  the 
m9vement  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  latter  have  found  them- 
selves to  be  a  declining  political 
force.  Whatever  hopes  they  may 
once  have  entertained  of  eventually 
emerging  as  the  dominant  political 
party  in  the  country  have  been  ex- 
tiafpiMMd.  The  people  of  this 
Dominion  will  not  be  ruled  by  r1as^ 
0r  sectional  interests.  More  and  more,

at  Ottawa  have  shown  themselves 
Mncnable  to  the  policies  of  the  Lib- 
eral (',o\ ernmrnt.

It  is  their  doty  to  do  so, 
to  sec   that   conditions  are  as  tfiey 
should  be,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  rc 
sponsible  City  Hall  departmental  of 
ficials  to  report  from  time  to  time 
to    the    Council    on    matters  which 
come  within  their  purview.   One  eye- 
sore that  teems  to  have  escaped  at- 
tention so  far  is  the  condition  of  the 
iriangular  piece  of  property  bounded 
on  the  .west  by  Montreal  Street,  on 
the  south  by  Quebec  Street  and  on 
the  north  by  Cross  Street,  with  the 
point  projecting  into  St.  John  Street 
in  the  James  Bay  district   The  prop 
erty  is  owned   by   the  city.     It  ha-, 
been  used  fur  the  past  twelve  or  lif 
teen  years  as  a  dumping  ground  for 
all    kinds    of    rubbish — old  boilers 
pipes,  barrels,  piles  of  rotten  wood, 
sand-heaps  and  gravel  piles— and  has 
become,  we  venture  to  assume,  an 
ideal  rendezvous  for  waterfront  rats 
This  rubbish  heap,  *on  city  prop 
erty.  is  within  three  blocks  of  the 
('arliament     Buildings.  Sight-seeing 

ars  leaving  the  C.l'.R.  wharf,  often 
packed    with    tourists,    pass  along 
^icllcville  Street  so  that  their  occu 
pants  may  see    the    i'ciidray  orna 
mental  gardent.    From  thence  they 

urn  on  to  St.  John  Street,  go  alont; 
Juebec  past  the  rubbish  heap  (whici 
•s  a  block  long),  proceeding  on  then 
way  to  the  Outer  Wharf  and  Dallas 
Koad.  I'ractically  all  i^iotor  cars,  go 
ing  to  and  from  the  Outer  Wharf  to 
the  business  centre  take  the  route  via 

the  rubbish  heap.  The  city  is  re- 
sponsible for  its  existence.  It  has 
never  been  included  in  what  are 
known  .Is  "clean  up"  days.  It  is  full 
iime  tliut  this  rubbish  heap  should  be 
.leaned  up,  the  old  worthless  build- 
•ig  on  the  lot  rased  and  the  triangle 
iilanted  as  a  lawn  in  keeping  with  the 
trim  boulevards  by  which  it  is  sur- 
rounded. The  City  Council  has  a 
.Streets  Committee,  and  it  would  ap 
pear  to  be  one  of  that  body's  obvious 
duties  to  prevent  the  existence  of  just 
such  a  eonditton  as  we  have  de- 
scribed. 


The  late  Sir  George  Savage,  one  of 

the  greatest  aiM liorities  on  lunacy,  in

No  person 
IS  perfectly  sane  in  all  his  mental 
faculties,  any  more  than  he  is  per- 
fectly healthy  in  body."    In  relying 

iip'ui  this  judgment  a  doctor  who  re 
cenlly  gave  evidence  in  court,  s.ml 
that  there  is  no  standard  of  sanity  so 
called,  it  being  necessary  to  know  a 
man's  normal  standard  of  sanity  be- 
fore judging  as  to  his  insanity. 

The  Sydney  Bulletin  has  something 
to  say  on  the  subject  of  "the  penalty 
of  fear."  We  quote:  "There  is  no  es- 
sential differe  nee  between  protecting 
a  country's  indnsirial  life  by  tariffs 
and  protecting  its  national  life  by  ar- 
maments.   Both  tyttemt  admit  of 

abuses.  P.uf  a  country  which  fears  to 
encourage  great  industrial  undertak- 
ings of  its  own  is  merely  asking  to  be 
expfoited  by  the  successful  institu- 
tions of  foreign  nations  which  have 
known  no  such  fears,  in  the  same  way 
as  pacifist  lands,  such  as  Korea,  are 
rompelled  to  endure  the  attention  of 
alien  brass  hats  by  way  of  penalty 
for  not  having  crmtod  bt«M  kntt  of 
their  own."

Orelg  lies  Iti  the  rocky  Cliff  nr.Tr 
Troldhangen  overlooking  the  fjord. 
All  Norway  mmimed  his  death,  and 
mualc  delegations  from  all  parts  of 
Europe  attended  the  funeral.  I 
undersUnd  his  villa  has  been  pur- 
chased recently  by  the  nation,  and  is 
turned  into  a  national  mvale  museum 
connect  ed  with  music,  and  his  music 
ill  partiiular. 

A  remark  or  two  about  his  Instru- 
mental works  an<l  I  have  done.  The 
rianoforte  Concerto  lirst  tiroucht 
him  into  public  notice  .it  I.eipslc. 
Then  years  later  it  was  played  by  him 
at  the  Philharmonic  concert  in  Ix>n- 
don.  It  Is  an  interesting  and  bril- 
liant pieoe  of  pianoforte  writing;  the 
orchestration,  Uks  Chopin's  orchestra  - 
tlon,  Is  thin  and  not  much  mora  than 
a  mere  accompaniment;  In  fact,  moat 
of  Oreig  s  orchestral  writing  has  the 
nppe;iianco  the  sound  of  being 
imak-ined  first  for  th«  pianoforte  and 
afterwards  arranged  for  the  nrche.stra 
That  weakness  of  counterpoint  ol- 
ways  stood  in  the  wajr  of  t^ee  or- 
chestral writing. 

Oreig's  thrc  snnataa  for  plaao  and 
violin  are  his  most  Important  works, 
I  think.  Among  the  beautiful  songs 
"Solveig'a  Boag"  and  "Ich  Laebe 
Dich"  have  the  widest  publicity. 
While  "Bchmetterllng"  and  the 
"I'.rid.d  rroresaion"  are  well  known 
1.1  .all  pianis's  The  '  T.allade"  haa 
been  well  played  by  .M.irk  Hnmtiourn. 
One  cannot  help  comparing  It  with 
the  noble  "Itallade"  of  Chopin  In- 
deed. Grelg'a  place  in  mnsi  .il  art 
(universal  musical  art.  I  mean,  not 
Norwegtan  musical  art)  moat  be  da* 
oided  by  comparison.

W«  wont  by  that  strange  part  of 
Ix>ntlon,  down  Aldgate  way.  which 
seema  a  foreign  land,  for,  in  succes- 
sion, you  pass  hundreds  of  shops  with 
namea  Itko  "Pomaraats."  "Kats." 
"Pokier,"  and  "Zanarotskl."  atraaga 
Jewish  names  from  Poland,  wstrd 
alienisms  slowly  becoming  Anglicized, 
sho|)fl  with  TIddish  signs  on  thom. 

And  then,  after  niy  cab  turned 
round  novptliI  times,  .ind  the  clock

Why  the  Isle  of  Dogs?  What  a 
name!  Yet,  huadreda  of  years  ago, 
when  Qreenwich  was  a  royal  res- 
idence—It   was    there    that  Queen 

i;ilraheth  died  and  King  Bdward  VI 
was  bom-  this  part  of  l^ondon  wa-s  a 
f.avorlto  ros/irt  of  roy.ilty.  Monry 
VIII.  whf'n  residing  at  hla  palace  at 
Crft  nwi.  h.  k.  pt  hls^  doga  upon  the 
oppii.sito  iiroiiiontory.  so  that,  when 
till  if  ('Hpri<  loua  master  needed  them, 
tiiey  could  be  ferried  acrosa  the  river. 

This  promontory,  waahed  on  three 
.'^ides  by  the  Thames,  acquired,  in 
ihoee  dajrs,  the  nam*  of  the  Isle  of 
Dogs.  Perhaps  that  la  why  Barking 
la  not  far  away.

Twf-iity  yearH  back  work  in  the 
f'.r;  i.iilon  of  docks,  whnrvea  and  ship- 
yards li.id  brought  a  wtiole  town  into 
oxisioni  f  Kiji,  » \  .Ml  tti''n,  work  do- 
pendod  upon  thf  1' ml  iial  lon.s  of  trade 
and  unwilling  IdleneaH  was  in  those 
daya  an  oocasloaal  troabla,  now,  alas! 
chaotic. 

Kor  the  high  rates  have  driven  the 
big  Arms  away.  Poplarism  has  ruined 
this  part  of  Iy>ndon  Just  as  the  de- 
cline of  trade  here  has  made  I'oplar- 
ism  grew.

IA).\I)ON,  March  22  —The  achieve- 
ment of  Ramsay  MiicDonald  In  rising 
from  an  envelope-licking  clerk  to  the 
highest  political  position  In  Great 
Britain  Is  tinged  with  tragedy  In  the 
thought  that  hla  wife,  who  labored 
with  him  in  his  struggles  to  Improve 
the  position  of  the  poor,  died  before 
groat  honors  o.irno  to  hint. 

A  iTirmorial  oroctod  hy  Mr.  Mac- 
Donabl  .and  lior  friends  to  Mrs.  .Mai  - 
Donald  In  front  of  their  former  home 
in  Lincoln's  Inn  Violda  haa.  with  La- 
bor's advant  to  power,  changed  from 
an  u noting  marble  group  and  wooden 
bench  to  a  centre  of  public  pilgrim- 
age. Daily  hundreds  leave  the  rum  - 
bllnir  trafTic  of  I'looi  Street  and  tho 
.Slrar.d  to  stroll  through  the  f^ulot 
little  park  near  which  tho  tnomoi  i,i 
— with  the  woman's  arms  outstretched 
to  welcome  a  hoot  of  little  children — 
IdentlRos  Itaelf  thus:  "This  aeat  was 
placed  here  In  mennory  of  Margaret 
Kthel  MacDonald.  who  apent  her  life 
In  helping  others." 

Mr-  Ma.  r^on.-ild  died  In  1911.  Io.tv

Mrs.  MacDonald's  Interests  were 
polilb  al  a.**  well  as  humanitarian,  but 
ptrliaps  I  ho  former  wa.s  but  a  moans 
of  .itl.ilning  hor  ambitions  in  thelal- 
lor  rospoi-t.  .Sbo  was  the  daughter  of 
Dr.  J.  H.  GliidBtone.  a  scientist  ot 
some  repute,  and  she  flrat  met  Mr. 
MacDonald  In  lltS.  I.Ater,  for  yearn, 
their  home  was  crowded,  once  every 
throe  weeks.  With  men  nnd  women 
busy  in  tho  service  of  the  Labor 
Party.  Miit  hor  homo  wa.s  not  a  po- 
litical salon,  as  arr  tbo  drawing- 
rooms  of  many  of  tho  wralthy  wives 
of  polltlclana.  Mostly  it  was  a  place 
where  friends  were  slways  welcono.

This  displacement,  however,  is  greater  than  that 
re.u  hed  by  any  British  battleship  afloat,  though  surpassed  by  the 
41.iOO  ton.s  of  the  battle  cruiser  Hood,  rommissioned  in  1020  and 
direct  product  of  the  battle  experience  at  Jutland.  The  main  arma- 
ment of  the  Hood  consists  of  eight  15-inch  guns,  similar  to  that  of

I  fii'nt  i.MsiM-  >.f  The  Picture 
.N.  n.-paptr  for  boy»  and  K'rls.  there  Is 
an  account  of  how.  u  blind  man.  John 
Metcalf.  waa  a  jiioneer  In  modern 
/■oadbuilding.  From  the  article  we 
take  the  following  paragraphs  which 
contain*  an  amusing  story. 

"it  wsM  terrible  news  for  a  school- 
boy to  lie  told  that  If  he  recovered 
from  .«m.illi>ox  h.'  would  never  be  able 
to  see  again.
